TH E 
OKLAHOMA 
INVASION. 


The Government evidently has a some­ 
w hat serious difficulty on its hands in the 
threatened invasion of the Indian Terri­ 
tory. 
The so-called colonists are said to 
be not only numerous but well armed and 
thoroughly organized, and if it is proposed 
to drive them out of the Territory by force 
it is tolerably clear that the troops on the 
ground will have to be larg ly reinforced. 
On the other hand, if a temporizing policy 
is adopted with the invaders two tilings 
are to be feared. 
One of them is an In­ 
dian war, and the other ie the similar in­ 
vasion of whatever other Indian territory 
may hereafter take the fancy of rtstless 
laud-hunters. 
In fact it seems very neces­ 
sary that the authority of the United 
States 
should 
be 
vindicated 
in 
this 
case, 
and 
th at 
unless 
it 
is 
vindicated it will soon become impossible 
to make any arrangement whatever with 
the Indians, because the Government will 
be impotent to carry out its own treaties. 
The Oklahoma invaders are apparently 
reckless and dare-devil men, who care 
nothing at all for the authority of the Gov­ 
ernment or its honor, ana who are disposed 
to seize land wherever they can find it, 
and to look upon Indian treaties as mere 
w aste paper. 
Is is tim e that such bad 
citizens and lawless mischief-makers should 
be given a lesson that cannot be mistaken, 
and we are of opinion that the Government 
will make a very grave mistake if it does 
not a t once put forth all its power to de­ 
feat this outrageous invasion of the Indian 
Territory, and to punish the projectors of 
it. 


I t has long been evident knat the re­ 
sources of this State rcq u i\e for their full 
development expenditu 
on internal im­ 
provements which ar e beyond the reach of 
private capital ar,¿ State aid. 
In regard 
to tho employment of private capital on 
some of t aese improvements it may also 
be said chat even if the funds were attain­ 
able, it is very questionable whether it 
would be sound policy to enter into ar­ 
rangem ents which would in the very na­ 
ture of the case vest individuals with 
power capableof being exercised oppressive­ 
ly. 
B ut it is certain th at the capacities of 
large sections of the State can never be 
demonstrated until engineering w orks of 
great scope have been constructed. 
The 
fertility of the Tulare and San Joaquin 
valleys demands for its development a sys­ 
tem of irrigation which, for the security 
of the cultivator, ought to be undertaken 
by the Government. 
These valleys are 
capable of 
sustaining a population of 
several millions. 
If crops could be guar­ 
anteed in them they would attract immi­ 
gration from all parts of the world, and 
their settlem ent would in a few years raise 
the State to a higher pitch of prosperity 
than it has ever yet enjoyed. 
I t ¡3, how­ 
ever, very difficult to obtain the consent 
of 
Congress to 
euc’a appropriations as 
would alone insure the success of any com­ 
prehensive system of irrigation. 
The de­ 
mands of the other States upon th at body 
are constant and great, and our distance 
and comparative political insignificance 
stand in the way of the advancement we 
seek. 
Y et there is a method by which 
Congress could assist California without 
incurring the jealousy of other parts of the 
country. 
Under the Thurman bill the 
Central 
Pacific 
Railroad Company 
is 
compelled to pay from its net earnings 
§1,200,000 a year into a sinking fund 
for the extinction of its debt to the 
Federal Government. 
Now, a very large 
proportion of the earnings of the Central 
Pacific is derived from its California busi­ 
ness, and, as in all such case3, it is there­ 
fore the people of California who are really’ 
paying the debt of the corporation. 
Of 
course they receive compensation for their 
payments iu service ; but nevertheless it is 
their business which makes it possible for 
the company to meet its obligations to the 
Government. 
We therefore suggest that 
Congress be requested to set apart a cer­ 
tain percentage of the Central Pacific sink­ 
ing fund for the prosecution of internal im­ 
provements in this State. 
The money 
belongs to the nation, but the nation can 
dispose of it as it pleases, and it certainly 
cannot employ it more (quitably or more 
usefully than in developing the resources 
of the State which is practically refund­ 
ing the advances made by the country to 
the railroad. 
Suppose th at §500,000 a 
year was thu3 set apart for internal im­ 
provements. 
Such a sum would make it 
possible to undertake a State system of 
irrigation, and to devise imano for storing 
the rainfall and the surplus volume of 
mountain streams in those sections which 
stand most iu need of artificial aid to cul­ 
tivation. 
Every dollar of the money so 
expended would produce a hundredfold 
eventually, and the whole country would 
reap large benefits in the impetus given to 
settlem ent and production iu California, 
and in the enhancsd creation of new 
wealth which would follow’. 


THE ATTACK ON 
MS. 
BAYARD. 


The gentlemen who issued so fiery and 
truculent a card denouncing Senator Bay­ 
ard for stating willful falsehoods in regard 
to the New \o r k Custom-house adminis­ 
tration, appear to have made the serious 
mistake of neglecting the advice of Davy 
Crookett. 
They in fa it did not, before 
“ going ahead,” make sure th at they were 
right. 
They accused Senator Bayard of 
willful and malicious falsehood on the 
strength of a newspaper report, and on 
the assumption that he had not contra­ 
dicted that report. 
It appears now that

reasons for dissatisfaction with the choice j 
of bis opponent.

been held, the Aesembl y would have had ' 
to decide between the two claimants, and 1 
there can be no doubt that, in accordance 


I t appears to us th at if-the Legislature 
about to meet took this proposition under

I t must be also re­ 
membered th at independent of any such 
scheme we have equitable claims upon 
Congress for internal improvements which 
have never yet been adequately allowed, 
and th at we can make a very strong show­ 
ing on behalf of a large appropriation for 
irrigation in any case. 
True statesm an­ 
ship would have met this demand long ago, 
but as nearly all questions of this kind 
ultim ately become matters of compromise, 
the probability is th at we should in the 
ordinary course be obliged to wait many 
years for help, and even then obtain 
it only in driblets. 
The proposition we 


dow make has the great advantage of deal­ 
ing wich a fund already at the disposal 
of Congress, and the maintenance of which 
is fully guaranteed. 
From a purely prac­ 
tical standpoint, moreover, the scheme is 
a sound one, for it ia obvious that w hat­ 
ever iucreases the population and produc­ 
tive power of California m ust increase the 
business of the railroad, and so enlarge the 
payments made by it to the Government. 
In fact it may be predicted with confidence 
that such an expenditure of a moiety of 
these payments for five years would so 
increase the earning capacity of the rail­ 
road that the temporary deficiency ia the 
sinking fund would be much more than 
compensated, while the growth of the 
State would iu a still larger proportion 
inure to the benefit of the Government. 
In short, no m atter from what standpoint 
we view this proposal, it appears to us 
eminently judicious and thoroughly prac­ 
tical, and we cannot believe th at it it 
were properly represented to Congress 
that body would hesitate to adopt it. 
We 
invite the attention of our Representatives 
and Senators now at W ashington, in the 
meantime, and we ask the people of Cali­ 
fornia to give it their serious attention, to 
the end that, if no serious objection can bo 
found, some action in regard to it may be 
taken at the ensuing session of the Legis­ 
lature. .

terial to the community. 
W hen Tweed 
was a t last overpowered there was great re­ 
joicing, but inasmuch as the system sur­ 
vived Tweed hiB removal only made room 
for his successor. 
K elly is not as mis­ 
chievous and corrupt a man as Tweed. In 
fact, it is said th at no evidence of corruD- 
tion of the Tweed kind has ever been pro­ 
duced against him. 
He has no doubt 
abused the power in his hands, for the 
furtherance of party ends and for the ag­ 
grandizement of Tammany, but it is not 
asserted that he has dipped his hands into 
the treasury. 
The Democrats who have 
helped to pull him down are only opposed 
to Tammany because they have failed to se­ 
cure the share they demanded in its power 
and spoils, and w hat they seek is quite as 
much opposed to public interest as what 
Kelly sought. 
Nor can his removal be 
regarded as a Republican victory, since 
Lis successor is a Democrat, though not a 
Tammany Democrat. 
The chaDge in the 
city government may be beneficial, but it 
is impossible to infer reform from the ex­ 
isting combination. 
There has been no 
wave of popular discontent behind the at­ 
tacking forces. 
They have joined hands 
merely for the furtherance of their selfish 
schemes, and it remains to be seen whether 
the taxpayers have gained or lost by the 
incident. 
So long as the machinery which 
drives New York politics remains w hat it 
is, in fact, there can be no genuine reform 
in the municipal government. One “ Boss” 
may be dethroned now and then, but only 
to give place to a new “ Boss, ” nor have the 
people anything better to expect from the 
anti-Tammany faction than from Tammany 
itself. 
These episodes are really little 
more than quarrels over the spoils, and 
though the proverb says that “ when thieves 
fall out honest men come by their own,” 
we do not think there is auy ground for 
anticipating so desirable a result in the 
present case.

LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


S P E C I A L T O T H E F.E C O R D -U N I ON. 


If it is true th at Secretary Thompson 
has accepted tho Chairmanship of the 
American Commission of the Panama Canal 
Company, we think there can be no ques­ 
tion as to the extreme impropriety of his 
retention of a seat in the Cabinet. 
There 
appear to be some persons at W ashington 
who regard the tenure of these two posi­ 
tions as entirely practicable, and who 
look upon the offer said to have been made 
to Mr. Thompson as iu some way a guaran­ 
tee for the control of the canal by the 
United States. 
We cannot accept this 
view of the case at all. 
To us it appears 
perfectly evident th at M. Lesseps, with 
his characteristic melodramatic predilec­ 
tions, has imagined it possible to disarm 
criticitm and opposition in America by 
offering this position to a member of the 
Cabinet, and at the same time to give the 
stock of the canal a lift by causing it tobe 
believed that it will be largely an Amer­ 
ican enterprise. 
If therefore Mr. Thomp­ 
son accepts the offer made to him, and re­ 
tains his seat in the Cabinet, he will be 
converting his office into an advertising 
agency for M. Lesseps, and lending the 
credit of the United States Government to 
a private enterprise entirely in the hands 
of foreigners, and over which it possesses 
no control whatever. 
The scandal of such 
a situation does not need to be empha­ 
sized. 
I t would be a disgrace to the 
country. 
Mr. Thompson has a perfect 
right to accept any position he pleases, as 
a private citizen, but as a Cabinet officer 
and head of one of the Departments of 
Government he has no such right, and if he 
does not realize this we are tolerably con­ 
fident President Hayes will do so for him. 
And we cannot regard this episode as 
consistent with the very eanguine state­ 
ments which have been made as to the 
success of the stock subscriptions in Europe. 
If Mr. Les3eps had really leoeived applica­ 
tions for twice the amouut of stock offered 
in Europe he would hardly think it neces­ 
sary to resort to so palpable a stock-jobbing 
device a3 this selection of an American 
Cabinet officer for the Chairmanship of 
the “ American Commission.” 
For in that 
case it is clear th at the “ American Com- 
“ mission” would consist of very little 
more than a phrase, and th at the project 
would, naturally and necessarily, bo con­ 
trolled in Europe. 
On the whole, there­ 
fore, the last new departure of the in­ 
genious and indomitable projector does not 
striko us as being particularly felicitous 
or 
particularly complimentary 
to 
the 
United States.

Randolph’s proposed amendment to the 
bill for the relief of Fitz Jolin Porter ap­ 
pears to us to be wholly inadequate to 
meet the requirements of the case. 
He 
proposes th at Porter shall be reinstated in 
the army, but with tho provision th at he 
shall receive no higher rank than th at of 
Colonel, and no pay, compensation or al­ 
lowances for the time intervening between 
his rtmoval and restoration. 
Like all 
compromises this is unsatisfactory, and 
moreover the case is not one for com­ 
promise. 
It is a question of facts, 
which 
are now so clearly ascertained 
th at 
there 
can 
be no justification for 
doubt 
in 
the 
minds 
cf 
the 
au­ 
thorities. 
If 
Porter 
was 
found 
guilty with justice on his first trial, then 
he ought not to be reinstated in the army. 
If his first sentence was based on misap­ 
prehensions, and was therefore unjust to 
him, then lie ought to lie reinstated with 
all his rights and emoluments. 
In such a 
case it would be most unreasonable to de­ 
prive him of the pay and allowances which 
be would 
have received had 
lie not 
been wronged by an unjust sentence. 
If 
the sentenos was wrong, in short, nothing 
but the fullest restitution can compensate 
the victim of it, or restore his reputation. 
To merely reinstate him in the army, but 
without adequate 
rank, 
and 
without 
hi3 back pay, would be to throw doubt 
upon his vindication. 
It would be to war­ 
rant the injurious inference that his inno­ 
cence was still dubious, but th at ho had 
been pardoned conditionally from motives 
of commiseration. General Porter himself 
can surely not be a party to eo strange and 
injurious a compromise. 
In his position it 
would be preferable to remain where he is 
rather tban accept a proposition which 
suggests, doubt of his ability to clear 
himself wholly from the aspersions cast 
upon him. 
We believe th at the evidence 
which was brought out at the second in­ 
quiry into his case demanded his complete 
restoration, for it showed th at he had 
been grossly belied and misrepresented, 
and that in truth he had acted as a faith-' 
ful and gallant soldier. 
The Government 
ought to propose his restoration, however, 
and it ought not to subject him to the 
fresh humiliation of such a compromise a3 
th at which Randolph h is now introduced 
m the House.

The President's M eea.c Criticised liy a 
Mormon, 
W ashington, December 12:h.—In an in­ 
terview last night Delegate Caunou took 
occasion to criticise very sharply certain por­ 
tions of President llayes’ message concerning 
Utah affairs,'and even pronounced them false. 
He denied, first, that “ faithful and zealous 
efforts have been made by the United States 
authorities in U tah to eüforce the laws 
against MormoDisra.” He sai 1 the authori­ 
ties had never taken any decided steps to en­ 
force tho laws, for tho reason that they 
wished to create public sentiment against 
the Mormons throughout the country by 
uiakiug the people believe that the feeling in 
Utah was such that no statute could be en­ 
forced. Cannon also characterized as false 
the statement that “ the Mormon sectarian 
organiz ition which upholds polygamy has the 
whole power cf making and 
executing 
the 
local 
legislation 
of 
the 
Terri- 
tery, and by its control of tho grand 
and petit jurors ic possesses a lar .e ii finance 
over the administration of justice.” Hu said 
the first sentence was not true, as nothing 
can be done by the Legislature without the 
approval of tho Governor, who has absolute 
power. Neither, according to Mr. Cannon, 
fío the Mormons have control over the grand 
and petit juries. The Gleik of the Court 
and Probate Judge each make out a list of 
jurors, the former of non-Mormcns and the 
latter of Mormons, so that the juries are 
composed of an equal number of representa­ 
tives of both classes, aud in trials for po­ 
lygamy the Mormons in every instance, 
where the evidence justifies, will bring in a 
verdict of guilty. 
Cannon further states 
that he had been often asked by persons 
whether they 6hould not decline to serve as 
jurors because of their religious view.-, and 
lie had always told them that this should 
make no difference. 
He had found that they 
were not governed, controlled or influenced 
by their religious views, but brought iu ver­ 
dicts in accordance with the facts. This was 
illustrated by the cases of Reynolds and 
other Mormons, where verdicts of guilty 
were rendered. 
I t was very evident, said 
Delegate Cannon, that such a verdict could 
not have been reached had not the Mormon 
element on the juries agreed, 
United States Snprenic Court Changes.

GYPSY 
DIVOBCE. 


It is seldom that gypsies are seen in the 
Courts of law, and especially in relation to 
their domestic r flairs. 
They seem to be a 
people ard law unto themselves, and “ with­ 
out beginning cr end of days." Who ever 
heard of a gypsy dying, or knew any cbaDge 
in their numbers, habits or appearance, as 
they come in caravans of covered wagons and 
a drove of horses, at irregular intervals, and 
pitching their nomadic habitation on the 
outskirts, “ do 
the 
city.” 
They ream 
whithersoever they will, without apparently 
following any given direction, and with no 
object nor destination in view. 
Two bands 
have been quartering in remote parts of Sac­ 
ramento for seme time past, and as they are 
remaining here longer than they usually do 
at their camping places, a member of the 
female side of the camp, who had been cast 
off by her liege lord, appealed in due form 
to the law to sever their marital relations. 
Their case was before the Superior Court last 
week, entitled Louisa Worton vs. Meshach 
Wortoa. 
She alleged in her petition that 
they were married ru-New York city by a 
minister of the gospbl in 1801; that they 
have had several children during their mar­ 
riage relations ; but that a few years ago the 
defendant deserted her aud took to himself 
one Emma Roswell, with whi m he still re­ 
sides. 
She fuith“r stated in her complaint 
that she has resided in California for more 
than six months, and asked that a divorce be 
granted htr from Meshach, and that she he 
given the care and custody of her two minor 
children. Just what difference it would make 
as to which 
was 
considered 
to have 
direction of the “ nurture and admonition ” 
of those two tan-colored youngsters, since all 
live promiscuously together in their tents 
very much in diied-herring fashion, may n. t 
appear to the ordinary mind, but it had its 
weight with her, and the Court granted htr 
petition in this regard, and also gave her 
legal clearance from Meshach, her faithle-s 
husband. The latter did not appear ia Court, 
but Louisa was present and told the story, 
and when asked by the Judge as to their oc­ 
cupation, she replied; 
“ Oh, trading horses 
ar.d the like.” The-general idea as to the 
gypsy regulation of th-ir domestic affairs is 
that they marry without form and ceremony, 
and quit in the same manner when they 
choose to do so, but there seems to be an ex­ 
ception in the present case. 
The question as 
to what portion of tb ■ world is . resp onsible 
for the origin of ¡.this class of people will 
probably always remain an open one, for 
although they are frequently credited with 
originally eomiDg from Egypt, it’s a libel on 
the complexion of the mummies to make 
such an assertion.

C harleston (S. C.), December 11th.—On 
Sunday last a farm er named Kennedy came 
Home and found his wife lying outside of his 
front gate m utilated, cold and stiff, her bead 
alm ost severed in twain. 
The entire cranium 
■was cut off from ear to ear, leaviDg the brains 
scattered around on the ground. 
Several 
colore i persons were arrested on Monday, but 
no clue to tlieir guilt being obtained, they 
were promptly released. 
On Tuesday a col­ 
ored boy named Joe Carnes was arrested, and 
showed so muoh confusion on being ques­ 
tioned as to his whereabouts on Sunday that 
ouly-a few questions served to bring out his 
full confession and his accomplices, who were 
named Vance and Julia. 
They, however, 
on being charged with the orime, denied 
having anything to do with it, b at tbe 
clothes which they wore on Sunday were 
bloody, and h a d .orne small particles of brain 
upor. them. 
The money aud pistol of Ken­ 
nedy, which were found in their possession, 
were bloody, 
and ou 
being questioned 
about the 
blood upon their clothes, the 
woman said she had 
killed a chicken, 
and the man said he 
had killed Bome 
partridges. 
On examination the bloody 
finger-prints on the lioe-baudle corresponded 
precisely with those on the shawl worn by the 
woman on the day of the m urder ; which cir­ 
cumstance had as great weight to convict her 
as the testimony of tiie boy. 
The horrible 
character of the murder awakened intense in­ 
dignation in the neighborhood, and a crowd 
ot 150 white men and Trf) colored men assem­ 
bled to punish the murderers. 
A further ex­ 
animation 
established the truth 
of the 
confession of Harnee. 
The negroes begged 
the whites to permit them to take the prison­ 
ers and burn them alive. 
This was refused, 
but a vote taken whether they Bbould be 
jailed and wait the action of the Court or be 
lynched. 
Only 24 voted to await the process 
of law, aud it was determined to hang them 
to the trees nearest the ecene of their crime. 
H alters were obtained and fastened to a limb 
of a tree, a cart was placed under tbe limb, 
and the prisoners ordered to mount. Ju st 
then Joe Harnea begged to be allowed to pray, 
and commenced by saying he had never 
prayed befoie and never expected to again. 
N othing was said by the others except to 
groan and “ Lord have mercy,” by Vance. 
■Handkerchiefs being tied over their faces, the 
r a r t was pushed away and the trio soon were 
left hanging in the air.

T hey w ere standing around the chute sending 
a stream down, when suddenly, as if shot 
from a cannon, sc uching air and blinding 
sm oke, m ingled w ith flame, buret suddenly 
through the chute. 
A ll five of the victim s 
were dead w hen th eir bodies were obtained 
three hours later.
